“CORRIDOR DECORATION FOR A PATRIOTIC SOCIETY” 


The national headquarters of a patriotic society con- 
tains a corridor about ninety feet in length by twenty 
feet in breadth from which the various committee rooms 
open. 


; The print submitted herewith shows a section of the 
side walls of this corridor, and the problem is to design 


a decorative motif for repetition with minor variations 
along the entire wall of this corridor. “The available 
wall surface consists, first, of the space above and on 
either side of the rectangular door openings; second, of 
the wall between and above the recessed arches. 

The scheme of decoration should be so designed as to 
emphasize one or the other of these surfaces, using, for 
the most part, such ornament or symbolic form as shall 
appropriately typify the national character of the or- 
ganization, as, for instance, seals of the various States, 
symbols of the various industries, etc. 

The drawing should include three bays of the cor- 
ridor rendered in such a way as to illustrate adequately 
the color and material of the various elements of the 
design, including the architraves and cornices.

“a HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY BUILDING” 


The Horticultural Society of a large city lacking 
proper facilities for the exhibition of plants and flowers 
has purchased a piece of land 150 feet wide running 
through from an avenue to a street, a distance of 200 
feet in a north and south direction. ‘The Society pro- 
poses to erect a building on this site which will serve 
three purposes: 

(a) A meeting place for lectures on horticultural 
subjects. 

(b) An exhibition hall for plants and flowers. 

(c) Office space for the business of the Society. 

The building can only be lighted from the two 
public thoroughfares and overhead, and must contain: 
A lecture hall to seat three hundred people ;—a great 
hall for flower shows and galleries for special exhibits ; 
—offices for the staff of the Horticultural Society, in- 
cluding a room for the President, a room for the Sec- 
retary, a2 room approximately 20 feet by 30 feet for 
the clerical staff, and a library of about the same 
dimensions for a valuable collection of books owned 
by the Society ;—an entrance vestibule or lobby with 
adequate stairways and facilities for control, coat room, 
and accessory services.

CLASS “A” I ESQUISSE-ESQUISSE 
“PUBLIC APPROACH TO A TRAFFIC TUNNEL” 


In many communities separated by a river or other 
water-way, tunnels for vehicular traffic have been 
constructed and have proved successful in operation. 
This problem, however, is the plaza approach to such a 
vehicular tunnel constructed between two countries. 


A highway parallels the coast and while it should 
give access to the tunnel, its own through traffic must 
not be interrupted thereby. ‘Three other major high- 
ways approach the plaza, one at right angles to the 
coastline, the other two at approximately 45 degrees. 

As toll will be collected from all vehicles passing 
through the tunnel, there must be a large fan-shaped 
area in front of the tunnel entrance where booths for 
issuing tickets will be placed. “The occupant of the 
motor buys a ticket at one of these booths and gives 
it up on entering the tunnel mouth. Back of this 
fan-shaped area must be a large plaza providing space 
for cars to wait, when necessary, their turn at the 
booths. The problem here is therefore a double one of 
trafic disposition, and the monumental treatment of 
a plaza, with the dignity and impressive aspect con- 
sistent with an international highway between two 
countries. 

It is to be remembered that the problem is dissimilar 
to the bridge approach, with regard to the conspicuous 
feature of the bridge lent to the latter. The treatment 
of the plaza, therefore, must be handled in such a 
manner as to make the entrance to the tunnel obvious 
in location and approaches thereto direct and easy for 
the motorist. “he problem concerns only the entrance 
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trafic to the tunnel there being no exit at this point. 
As the present current practice is to build two one-way 
tunnels, the exit traffic will be brought out at some 
distance from the entrance in order to eliminate con- 
fusion. 

‘The area available for treatment is 800 feet parallel 
to the coast by 1,000 feet at right angles to the coast.

“4 LIGHTHOUSE” 


A stone jetty projects into a bay of the ocean forming 
a protection for vessels entering the harbor, and on 
the end of this jetty is to be built a small lighthouse. 
The wall of the jetty is 10 feet above mean high tide 
and the lighthouse itself is to be 40 feet above the jetty, 
making it 50 feet above mean high tide. “The light 
is of a revolving intermittent beam type, and is to mark 
the entrance of the harbor as well as the channel of 
exit. A stairway leads to the light compartment. 

Living quarters are required for the lighthouse 
keeper, consisting of two rooms approximately 150 
square feet each. A small covered shelter overlooking 
the water is required for visitors. 

The lighthouse itself, the two rooms of the light- 
house keeper and the shelter may be separate or com- 
bined in any way the competitor sees fit. It is partic- 
ularly desired to have a good composition of the whole 
mass.

The space destined for the lounge room of this club 
is fifty feet in length by 24 feet in width, roofed as 
one unit with a rafter pitch of 45 degrees, and rafter 
plates twelve feet above floor. The room is entered 
in the middle of one of the long sides through a door 
leading from a large entrance vestibule. “Iwo addi- 
tional doors are required on this side, one for access to 
dining-room and the other for purpose of service. ‘he 
opposite long side opens through three openings on a 
terrace overlooking the ocean bathing beach. Flues 
for fireplaces are provided on both short ends of the 
room. And additional openings to a side return of 
the terrace may be provided on one of these ends. The 
size of openings, number of fireplaces, and type of ceil- 
ing are to be determined by the design for the best use 
of the room. 

This problem proposes the design of the interior 
furnishings of this shell to be used for purposes of social 
gatherings, informal card games and afternoon tea, as 
well as rest and general living-room utility.
